LEAF COLLECTION EXTENDED TO DECEMBER 18

WHAT: Extension of annual leaf collection in the Town of Herndon. Residents should
rake leaves as close to the curb as possible without blocking storm drains,
sidewalks or mailboxes and without impeding vehicular traffic.

Following the scheduled collection dates, leaves must be placed in 30 gallon
kraft recyclable bags and will be picked up on regular trash/ yard waste
collection days.
